Water Supply of Lawrence. 


In view of the fact~that in a short 
time it is probable that extensive 
changes will be made in the filter gal- 
lery in this city a short sketch of the 
gallery, and ‘what it has. accomplished 
for the city may not be out of place. 

The figures here given are from a pa- 
per prepared by Morris Knowles, for 
five years member of the local wa- 
ter board, now engineer at Pittsburg, 
Pa. ‘ 


THE FIRST FILTER. 

When. the water works were construct- 
ed from 1873 to 1876, provision _ was, 
made to take the water directly from 
the Merrimack river, through a 36-inch 
pipe, 132 feet long, beginning at the 
river and in extension through 388 feet 
of 4 ft. brick conduit to a well, located 
‘under the pumping station. It was 
also provided that clarified water 
should be drawn from a_ stone —and 
brick filter gallery extending down 
stream for 300 feet at right angles, with 
the direct imlet pipe and conduit. This 
gallery was constructed of coarse 
gravel, It was the original intention 
to use water from the filter gallery at 
such times as the river carriéd unde- 
sirable amount of silt in suspension. 

It inadequacy to meet the require- 
mefits of the city soon became appar- 
ent; and an enlargement was made in 
“$813. ‘This produced a sufficent yield 
for a time, but the water board in the 
report of that year gave evidence to 


=the development-of thie belief thatthe 


importance of a sufficient supply cf 
clear, wholesome water demanded bet- 
ter mode of filteration. In the annual 
report of the water board in 1883 it 
was stated. that the gallery was 
rapidly setting up, and was inadequate 
to meet the demands of the city, It 
became apparent that some. change 
must be made, not only on account 
of- the non-sufficent qualty of water 
but also‘for the general health of the 
population. 

TYPHOID. 


PREVALENCE OF 


Upon several occasions after the in- | 


troduction of the public water suppl,y 
it was noticed that outbreak of ty- 
~phota-fever fr this-city followed a pre= 
valance of. the same disease in Lowell 
and in the lattef part of 1890 attention 
was again called to the excess of this 
disease here. The- citizens found it 
necessary to boil the water before us- 
ing, and those who-could not afford it, 
were supplied from the springs of the 
vicinity. 

It is no wonder that such was the 
case, when the water was drawn al- 
most directly from the river, for in 1878 
the legislature had made the Merrimac 
river a free recptacle for sewage, for a 
population of 500,000 peoplé in the Mer- 
rimack valley. The quantity of sew- 


age was rapidly increasing at the rate | 


that in 1900 it was estimated that there 
has been one gallon in every 40 flowing 
in dryest times in the stream pass the 
city of Lawrence, and one gallon in 
every 200 representing the average flow 
of the stream. 


OTHER PROJECTS. 


Various projects were advanced for 
supplying the city with water from 
other sources, as from Salem, or North 
Andover, but they were all found im- 
practicable. 


STATE BOARD TAKES A HAND. 


Meanwhile a long series of experl- 
ments conducted by Hiram F. Mills of 
the state board of health, had given 
evidence that the water of the Merri- 
mac river could be rendered entirely 
satisfactory and safe for drinking pur- 
poses by intermittent sand filtration, 

The state board of health, on March 
5, 1892, in reply to an enquiry from the 
Lawrence board, stated that it was un- 
able to advise that any of the rapid 
mechanical filters then in use would 
purify the Merrimac river water suffi- 
cient to insure exemption from typho!d 
fever, but they cid advise a-process of 
slow filtration which would accomplish 
this result. Furthermore, on account 
of the prevalence of typhoid, it was 
urged that something be done at once. 


SUGGESTION ADOPTED. 


The water board decided to follow 
the advice of the state and construct a 
filter of 2,000,000 gallons per acre capac- 
ity. The present site above the dam 
was selected, and on Sept. 10, 1892 the 
ground was broken, and 150 men put at 
work. The construction of the gallery 
was designed and supervised by Hiram

BENEFITS FROM SYSTEM. 


One of the great benefits derived 
from the construction of this filter 
gallery was the decrease in the death 
rate from typhoid. From 1878 to 1889 
which was the first-11 years after the 
city began to receive water from the 
Merrimac, the city’s death rate from 
typhoid fever was 8.33 per 10,000, or-the- 
second in amount obtaining in the 
twenty-eight places in Massachusetts 
which were cities in 1891, the average 
rate of which was only. 4.62 per 10,000. 
During the last four years of this term 
the death rate was 10.30 per 10,000. 

An inquiry made by the state board 
of health developed the fact that from 
1889 to 1893 the prevalence of typhoid 
fever followed with marked uniformity 
outbreaks of this disease in Lowell. 
The sewers of that city discharge di- 
rectly into the Merrimack river nine 
miles-above the intake. ofthe Lawrence 
water ‘works, 

A comparison of six years preceding 
and six years. following ‘the construc- 
tion of.the water works makes it very 
apparent what this gallery did for the 
city. 

In the six years -preceding, the aver- 
age. cases reported were 188, average 
per 10,000, 43; total average deaths per. 
year, 53, average per 10,000, 12.0. Per- 
centage of cases resulting in death, 28; 
typhoid fever death rate for Mass., 40. 
In the six years following the figures 
‘were as follows: Average cases Treport- 
ed per year, 84; per 10,000, 15; total 
average deaths per year, 14; per 10,000, 
2.6; percentage of cases resulting in 
death, 18; state rate of typhoid death, 
2,6.—-The-death- -rate-in-1900t-was~but 
1.54.

NEW FILTER NEEDED. 


‘The rapid increase in population in 
the city has rendered the present filter 
gallery inadequate for the demands of 
the city, and the state board of health’ 
has decided that the only thing to co is 
to construct another gallery sufficient 
for the city’s needs, 

Supt. M. F. Collins has'made it very 
apparent in a paper which he has pre- 
pared that the latter expense is due 
to the gallery being open. This fact 
not only. gives rise to the trouble from 
snow and ice but even the raim makes 
serious disturbance. The idea of the 
present board is to have a modern 
filter gallery installed on an elevation, 
as it would be less expensive in con- 
struction than if constructed at the 
present place. and less expensive of 
operation. By having this on a higher 
location, and covered, two heavy bills 
of expense would be done away with. 
First, that of conveying the sand for 
cleaning. At the present time it’ is 
necessary, from the fact that the filter 
is below the river bed, to convey the 
sand to a higher elevation, and back 
again, after it is cleaned; with the fil- 
ter above the level of.the water, a 
sewer connection ‘could be installed 
with little cost, and the sand cleaned 
without conveying. This would be a 
saving of $1500 per year. 

The next item would be that of re- 
moving snow and ice. This is a heavy 
bill, averaging $2400 a year. With the 
filter covered this would be done away 
with. Supt. Collins estimates’that the 
Probable cost of the new construction 
would be $30,000 per acre, and that in 
his opinion, no less than four acres 
should be constructed. The present 
rate of filtration is 2,000,000 gallons per 
acre, and a modern filter would prob- 
ably filter 3,000,000 gallons. A four 
acre bed would be sufficient for’ the 
needs of the city for many-years to 
come. -

NEW RESORT AT CANOBIE. 


The new grove recently purchased by 
the electric road at Canobie lake is to 
open the middle of July. This grove 
is one of the.most beautiful pleasure 
resorts in the New England states, It 
is situated on one of the loveliest lakes 
in the state. The scenery is unsur- 
passed and what nature has not done 
man is now doing to beautify this 
spot for the benefit of the thousands 
of people who will visit it. 

Many of the trees are left but all the 
bushes and stumps have been cleared 
off, the ground graded up and _ seeded 
down. There will be many. gravel 
walks. As one leaves the cars the first 
‘view will be embellished lawns and 
beautiful shrubbery and rockeries with 
nasturtiums and other plants growing 
upon them, The lawns skirt a beau- 
tiful pine grove of pines mixed with 
hemlock, mapie and ash. In the grove 
there is to be an open air Japanese the- 
atre overlooking the lake. This thea- 
tre will seat 3000 people, the seats be- 
ing arranged in amphitheatre style. 
There is to be a large stone gateway at 
the entrance to the grove. A women's 
cottage building is just outside the 
grove. In the old Littlefleld grove is to 
be a very large pavilion for dancing, 
141 feet by 84 feet, in which there is 4 
check room and soda fountain, This 
pavilion is built on the edge of the 
lake. The building next to the pa- 
¥ilion will be a restaurant which is 
to .be fitted with all the latest modern 
improvements. Beyond the restaurant 
is the Ping Pong building. This build- 
ing is to be built in the shape of a 
maltese cross, a unique destgn with 
tower effect in center, Beyond the Ping 
Pong building is the boat house in 
which will be found row boats, canoes 
and all kinds of pleasure crafts. These 
buildings are all to be of a rustic finish 
and the grounds to be laid out by ex- 
pert landscape gardeners. 

One odd building is a house built 
of branches; 
shelter and will also have seats, 

At the upper end of the grounds is to 
be a large athletic field with baseball, 
football fields, running tracks and an 
out-door. gymnasium. On different 
parts of the grounds will be built nu- 
merous Shelters in rustic designs. 

The Chase tract will be converted in- 
to pienic grounds for the use of pienie 
parties which will have tables and 


seats, and all through the grove will 
be large lawn swings. »There are many 
cozy nooks through the grounds. 

The company proposes to make this 
the. best summer resort in New Eng- 
land and no expense will be spared. It 
will be patronized by the best people 
and the very best of. order will be pre- 
served. It is particularly emphasized 
that no drunken or disorderly persons 
will be allowed on the grounds. It is 
“to be a place where women and chil- 
dren can go in safety and the theatre 
and dance hall will be first class. 

The,distance of the park from Haver- 
hill is 10 miles. Haverhill has a popu- 
lation of about 40,000. It is eight miles 
from Lawrence and the population of 
Lawrence is about 65,000; it is about 
13 1-2 miles from Lowell with a popu- 
lation of about 110,000, and 15 miles 
from Nashua which has a population 
of 24,000. It is estimated that from 
these cities this grove will draw an av+ 
erage of about 225,000 people and they. 
will have plenty of room to. enjoy

Ata recent. meeting of the trustees-of 
Phillips Academy it was decided that 
the old gymnasium be made over into a 
students’ dining hall whicp, svill accom- 
modate S00 boys or more. Work will be 
begun immediately on the alterations so

The plan is to furnish the very. best 
table-board- possible for $4. No allow- 
ance will be made for profits for the only 
intention is to cover running expenses. 

Tables will be arranged in groups to 
seat ‘four, six, ten, or more who may 
wish to eat in company, thus-secaring «a 
greater amount of freedom.and-inereas- 
ing sociability. It is not the intention 
of making it compulsory to dine here, 


but it wilt~be leftto—the option of the- 


‘student as to whether he cares to join 
the greater number of his fellows at 
meals or todine as heretofore at one of 
the private houses. This practically 
takés the place of the Commons dining 
hallat the Marland hotise, which will 
not be continued next year owing ‘to the 
removal of Major Marland and: his 
family. Their house will probably: be 
occppied. by one of the teachers at the 
Academy who will take boys as lodgers. 

The new dining hall will be under. the 
charge of a governing board of seven, 
consisting of-ene- member of the board 
of trustees, three members of the faculty, 
and three of the student body. They 
wil] have the entire charge of the-man- 
“agement of the hall. 

It is planned to have the eating place 
on the lower floor of the gym., with the 
kitchen upstairs. The cooking will be 
in charge of a steward.

His subject was, ‘The 
Christian Doctrine.a Living Thing.” 

Prof. Platner gave a scholarly discus- 
sion of Christian dogma, pointirg out the 
needs of the present in. the. protestant 
church, ’ elt oe TRE a 

He urged the graduates, whoare about 
to enter the ministry, to interpret Chris- 


- tian thought through the past, in accord- 


ance with the needs of the present, de- 
claring that the world was yearning for 
a_living Christian faith, -and-that the 
present offered a much better opportun- 
ity than the past for a young minister. 

“Modern questions must be answered 
in a modern tongue,” he said. ‘Chris 
tian thought has passed through a trans- 
formation and thereby revealed its. 
Tt is for you to understand this 
transformation and interpret it according 
to the demands of the times.”

On Tuesday there were examinations of 
the various classes and in the evening the 
anniversary of the society of Inquiry was 
observed with an address .of scholarly 
merit by Prof. Samuel Franklin Emerson, 
Ph.

In its summary the report states: 


“Of the forty-two whose names ap- 
pear in this list, the oldest was Nichols, 
with his ninety-three years; the young- 
est, Miller, who was forty-six. The av- 
erage age of the entire number is sev- 
enty-three years, three months and 
twenty days. There were three between 
forty and fifty years old, five between 
fifty and sixty, seven between sixly 
and seventy, fifteen between sevenly 
and eighty, six between eighty and 
ninety, and the remarkable number of 
six had passed their ninetieth birth- 
day. The list indeed, includes six that 
died more than a year ago; with these 
exeluded, the average age of the rest 
becomes seventy-two years and twen- 
ty-four days, and there still remain 
four that had lived more than ninety 
years. Among these are Yale’s senior 
alumnus, Porter, who headed our roll 
a year ago; Amherst’s senior alumnus, 
Nichols, and Dartmouth’s senior alum- 
nus, Burke. 

“Twenty-six were graduates of this 
seminary; ten,non-graduates; five, res- 
ident licentiates; one a resident stu- 
dent. Bancroft was-both alumnus and 
trustee, and Thayer both alumnus and 
professor. 

“All but four had had a.college edu- 
cation. Nite were from Amherst and 
the same number from Yale; Dart- 
mouth and Harvard each furnished 
five; two ‘were from the University of 
New York, and one each from Bowdoin, 
Illinois, Jefferson, Olivet, Princeton, 
Union, University of Pennsylvania and 
Williams. 


“Professor Thayer's tireless and thor- 


ough work has not only opened to the 
scholar the pages of the Greek -New 
Testament, but has helped’to open the 
Bible to the millions that read it only 
in our English tongue; Fisk had put 
his life into a ‘training of preachers at 
Chicago Seminary; Barrows, after his 
valuable work abroad and at home, 
was, as it seemed, at the beginning of 
service that promised to add to the glo- 
ry.-of. Oberlin's--splendid--record; Ban- 
croft’s work was, in some_ respects, 
without parallel in our country; Porter 
gave himself to a noble work of  phi- 
lanthrepy;-and: Lord, Saxton, ‘Silvester, 
Harwood, Nichols, and M. K. Cross 
were also all identified wfth the cause 
of education. Emery, Turner and oth- 


-ers made—eontributions to our nistori- 


cal literature, and Twining rendered 
for years. faithful service through his 
pen, Cook’s unique career had made 
his name an honored one around the 
globe. George Ford’s missionary. work 
embraced both sides of the seas, while 
James T. Ford, Hyde, and all the other 
workers, some in hard and more ob- 
scure flelds, whether as home mission- 
aries or in the ordinary pastorate, have 
done their part to make our own land 
more truly Christian.” : 

The discussion of.the topic of the day 
wasbegun by Rev. William T. McEl- 
veen,- Ph.D, of Boston. The topic was 
“The Relation of the Pulpit to Purity 
of Politics and Civic Righteousness.” 

Dr. MeElveen: declared that every 
minister ought to be something of a 
statesman, but that he should keep out 
of active politics and seek to reform 
men rather than conditions, which will 
change quickly enough as soon as the 
men’s hearts are reached. 

Dr..H. A, Stimpson of Manhattan 
church, New York, said that real re- 
form could not be accomplished by hus- 
tling. “We've tried to hustle Croker,” 
he said, ‘‘and when an investigation is 
erdered Croker quietly takes his horses 
and goes across the sea to hob-nob with 
royalty, with the result that Dr, Park- 
hurst has taken a long breath up in 
the jwétintains, and Tammany never 
had so strong a hold as today, Hust- 
ling is not going to hasten the coming 
of the kingdom of heaven in. New 
York.” 

Rey. Dr. C. F. Carter of Lexington 
discussed the question from the stand- 
point ‘of the pulpit..-‘‘The minister's 
chief business,’’ he said, “is to move 
in the realms of principles, ideals and 
spiritual-forces;-to bring men in touch 
with these ideals, to weld men into the 
spiritual resources that are in God, 
and by means of them to influence men 
in_political life to-civic_righteousness."’ 

The,general discussion was curtailed 
in order to give the committee which 
had been appointed at the mass meet- 
ing in Boston to hold a conference with 
the-trustees for the-purpose of-diseus- 
sing what could be done to prevent the 
removal of the-seminary, a chance to 
make its report. 

The report was made by Rev. Wil- 
liam E. Wolcott of Lawrence, who said 
in part: 

“The movement to prevent the re- 
moval of the seminary originated last 
month in Boston, when As many of the 
alumni as could be summoned at short 
notice, met and sent resolutions to the 
trustees, praying that the seminary 
faculty might be enlarged and the use- 
fulness of the school increased without 
its removal from Andover. t 

“Copies of this resolution- were 
matled to 500-of the alumni, of whom 
184 had been heard from today, From 
these replies 157 heartily approved of 
the resolution, making 230 to 240 in all 
who favored them, as against 19 who 
rwére opposed, and eight who-refused to 
express an opinion. 

“This Boston committee waited on 
the trustees yesterday to try to get 
that body to assure the alumni that the 
seminary would not be romeved from 
Andover, The trustees present were 
Dr. Alexander McKenzie, Judge R. B. 
Bishop, T, H. Russell, Prof. J.-H. Ropes 
and G.. P. Knapp. 

“They presented a financial state- 
ment which startled the committee. 
While the annual income of the semi- 
nary approximates $38,000, $5000 of this 
is bound up for students” help, $5000 is 
expended for library, $3000 for repairs 
on buildings, $1400 for fuel, $1400 for 
treasurer, janitor, etc., and $12,000 for 
miscellaneous expenses. 

“With the funds then available, the 
trustees could fill the chair of Hebrew, 
now vacant, and maintain the semi- 
nary as at present. But they conclud- 
ed that without a larger faculty there 
would be no increase of students, and 
so they voted that it was expedient to 
move the seminary to some other place 
if satisfactory arrangements could be 
made, This would involve many legal 
entanglements, and at any rate would 
require from one to five years’ time.’ 

Mr. Wolcott pleaded fervently with 
his fellow alumni to Go all in their 
power to overcome the _ conditions 
which might result in this removal. 
He said that while Methodists in New 
England had but one semnary, .the 
Baptists but one, and the Congrega- 
tionalists four, yet in view of consoll- 
dation, the institution to be wiped out 
is not to be the oldest one, not the one 
that has had such a splendid history. 

“It is far better to bring the univer- 
sity to the seminary, than to bring the 
seminary to the university,” he said. 
He believed that Andover was the ideal 
place for study, and that the prejudice 
that had attached to the seminary in 
the last few years might be overcome. 


Rev, Frederick H. Page of Lawrence 
suggested at this point that it would 
be well to act on the resolutions adopt- 
ed at the recent mass meeting in Bos- 
ton so that they could be spread on the 
records of the association. He read the 
resolutions, which have already been 
published in the Telegram in its report 
of the Boston meeting. The resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. 

Prof. E. Y. Hincks of the seminary 
made a few remarks stating. that with 


money which is tied up for scholarships - 


but not used for that purpose because 
students declined to sign the creed, the 
right to use which money for other 
purposes he thought might be procured, 
it might be possible to maintain seven 
professorships. He thought that if mo- 
ney enough could be raised té' endow 
another chair there would be no fear 
of the seminary's being forced to re- 
move from Andover. 

Rev. Samuel W. Dike, D. D., of Au- 
burndale made an earnest. plea in 
which he urged the alumni to stand by 
the institution and see to it that it is 
maintained where it is. 

Rev. M. W. Stackpole said that there 
had been a lack of enterprise at Ando- 
ver, that there has been no activity at 
a time when other institutions were be- 
ing boomed. He said that if even haif 
-of the 700 alumni would contribute an 
average of $50 each the resulting $17,500 
would serve as a nucleus which, would 
result in an endowment fund large 
enough to provide another chair, “I 
believe the alumni will do that gladly

Loving words of tribute to the mem- 
ory of the late Frederick F, Sherman 
were spoken in themunicipal courtroom 
Tuesday morning by brother members 


“or the Lawrence Bar association under 


which auspices the memorial services 
were held: The services were simple 
but most impressive. and the noble 
and_ lofty character of the deceased 
was exalted in beautiful and excellent 
yords, 

A large representation of the Bar 
association had gathered and it was 
shortly after 10 o'clock that the Hon, 
Archie N. Frost, chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, arose and spoke 
in part as follows: 

“In accordance witha beautiful cus- 
tom which has been in practice for a 
long time by the Lawrence Bar asso- 
ciation and other bar associations, we 
arejassembled here this -morning to 


pay the last tribute of respect to the | 


memory of a departed brother, Fred- 
erick F, Sherman, 
quate to express the feelings. which 
arise within us, and to say al? that 
could be said of the noble, high char- 
acter of Brother Sherman would take 
a much longer time than ‘we can give. 
There is one way that I like to think 
of Brother Sherman, that is as a great 
humanitarian. His was an exceptional 
breadth of character and he possessed 
a wonderful and magnificent love for 
children, —In-a_religious-»waly; he pos- 
sessed great and noble attributes, and 
his effort was ever the uplifting and 
betterment of humanity.” 

Senator ‘Frost then read the follow- 
ing resolutions ‘In Memoriam” which 
had been prepared by the committee 
recently appointed; 


IN MEMORIAM. 


On the twenty-first day of April, 
1902, came to an end the honorable 
and useful life of our late compan- 
ion, friend and brother, Frederick 
Sherman, : 

Mr. Sherman was born in Law- 
rence on the seventeenth day of Sep- 
tember, 1859, He attended the local 
public schools and continued—his 
preliminary studies at- Norwich 
university at Norwich, Vt. He then 
became a lay reader of the Church 
of England, and subsequently en- 
tered King’s college, Nova Scotia. 
Having decidéd to become a minis- 
ter-of-the Church of England, he 

. Qualified as’ such, and spent sev- 
eral years serving in that capacity 
in Nova Scotia, and later was called 
to St. Thomas’ church in Methuen 
where he rendered services of great 
value. : 

He left Methuen to become.assist- 
ant rector of the Church of the Ad- 
vent_in Boston; and in 1892 he was 
appointéd chaplain in the United 
States navy, which position he held 
for several years, when he resigned 
to enter a new-field of-activity and 
usefulness, andg—toek—up—the- study 
of law. He was admitted to the bar 
of this county in 1898 and practised 
actively until a few months before 

_his decease... eae 

While in no sense a politician in 
the ordinary acceptance of the 
word, he took nevertheless a hearty 
interest in all matters pertaining to 
the public welfare and was twice 
elected: a member-of the board of 
aldermen of our city, serving dur- 
ing the years 1900 and 1901. In the 
latter year he was elected to serve 
as’ president of that body. Ill 
health and his untimely death alone 
prevented a more brilliant career 
in public life. He held the great- 

est confidénce of the people and had 
he been spared, undoubtedly would 
have been called to higher honors. 

He was-a man scrupulously hon- 
est, with excellent judgment, due to 
his natural instincts re-inforced by 
his early education, broad reading, 
and travel and was eminently qual- 
ified, had his life been spared, to 
shine in his chosen profession, as 
well as in public life. As it was, 
for the brief years that he, was per- 
mitted to spend in the law, he gave 
every indication of that judicial and 
legal mind so essential to success, 

and attained such a position before 
our bar that his loss will be dis- 
tinctly felt. 

He was ‘ever affectionate; he dis- 
liked no one that was worthy of the 
respect of the world; he hated hy- 
pocrisy and deceit in any form; and 
the influence that he exerted for 
good was_ felt uneonsciously by 
many with whom he came in con- 
tact. 

With the trials, cares and suffer- 
ings of others he deeply sympa- 
thized; and he took especial delight 
in ameliorating the condition of the 
children of the , poor, spending of 
his money, time and energy freely 
to assist them. 

Owing to the loveliness of his 
disposition, his stérling honesty, his 
contempt for chicanery and false-~ 
hood, his fearlessness in denouncing 
wrong, his unfailing courtesy, his 
unassuming and gentle manner, he 
brought sunshine wherever he was, 
gained the love of the humble, and 
the admiration and respect of all. 
The community will long grieve 
that such a citizen, and such an 
ideal character has been removed 
from its midst. 

Loving and beluved, anxious to be 
of help and service in the hundred 
and one little matters daily arising, 
willing to sacrifice his time and 
pleasure, if by so doing others 
should be made happy, he was an 
ideal son, a loving husband and 
father, and a man whose example 
will forever serve as an inspira- 
tion to us all. 

Our sorrow will not be short- 
lived. The dead will not soon be 
forgotten. The Sterling characteris- 
tics that made the life of our. broth- 
er a constant influence for good, 
will tend to make-us better law- 
yers, better citizens, and better men 
for having known him. __ 

On behalf of the Lawrence Bar 
association, we would respectfully 
request that this memorial, . be 
Spread upon. the records of the 
court and that a copy thereof be 
transmitted by the clerk to the fam- 
ily of our deceased brother in token 
of our sincere Sympathy with them 
in their loss.
